A draft of thirty dollars on the Chartered Fund was ordered. 

The following resolution presented by J. B. Hardy and I. O. Kemble was 
adopted. 

Resolved, That we will as far as possible supply all of our congregations 
with the Methodist Hymnal instead of books from other sources. 

The report of the committee on the Bible-cause was presented and Rev. O. 
P. Squires Superintendant of the American Bible Society for the State of 
Iowa, addressed the Conference after which the report was adopted. See 
Report. 

The Assistant Treasurer of the Missionary Society filed receipts amounting 
to !j55, 544,67. 

*The report of the committee on State Camp-Ground was read and adopted. 
See Report. 

The report of the Treasurer of the Conference Board of Trustees was pre. 
sented and adopted. See Report. 

On motion I. N. Busby was instructed to remit to the Treasurer of the 
American Bible Society at New York the funds in his hand collected for the 
Bible cause. 

The report of the committee on the Sunday School cause was read and 
adopted. See Report. 
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The report of the Committee on the American Peace Society was read, 
and on motion the third resolution regarding the introduction of Military 
Drill in our Schools was stricken out and the preamble was amended to read 

“Whereas, Offensive war is essentially at variance with the teachings of 
Christ etc,” after which the report was adopted. 

C. W. Shepherd, Assistant Secretary of the Conference Missionary Society 
made a report by districts of tne collections for the society and the report 
was adopted . 

The Auditor’s report was presented and accepted. 

I. P. Tcter moved that when the Conference adjourn it be to meet at 8 
o’clock on Monday morning. The motion prevailed. 

On motion of W. F. Cowles the time of the session was extended in order 
to take a collection for Conference expenses, the collection amounted to 
$12,90. 

Papers were presented by Dr. Wheeler and B. Mark, in regard to a Cen- 
tral University, they were referred to the committee on Education; and this 
subject was made the order of the day for 9 a. m. Monday. 

The usual announcements were made, and J. W. McDonald was appointed 
to conduct the religious exercises on Monday morning, after which the Dox - 
ology was sung and the benediction pronounced by O. C, Shelton.

Runyon, A. W. Stryker, T. C. Woodford, J. Burgess, James Haynes, J. Har- 
ris, T. M. Kirkpatrick, S. Hestwood, B. Holland and E. W. Twiuing'was 
continued. 

The Second Question was taken up: “Who are admitted on trial?” 
C. F. Williams, Patrick H. Bodkin, Samuel F. Bishop, G. W. Story, Ot G. 
McFadden, and Levi M. Hartley. 

The First Question vras taken up: “Have any entered this Conference 

by Transfer or Roadmission , 
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J. E. Corley, J. T. McFarland and W. G. Wilson, were re-admitted. 

The Eleventh Question was taken up, “Have any located?” 

D. T. Monroe, J. W. Chaffin, T. C. Miller and W. R. Stryker were granted 
a location at their own request. 

The report of the committee on the Third Year’s Course of Study, in the 
case of G. W. F. Willey, not having been made at the last Session, was pre- 
sented through the committee of the present year as having been satisfac- 
tory. 

The Fifteenth Question was taken up — “Have any died?” John W. Hugans 
wa.s reported to have died April 12th 1878. 

The report of the committee in the case of J. P. Rice was adopted. See 
Report. 

J. S. Ferguson was granted a Supernumerary relation at his own request. 

The Presiding Elders were appointed a committee to nominate Triers of 
Appeals. 

On motion of J. C. W. Coxe, Geo. N. Power was appointed Publication 
Agent, and was instructed to issue an edition of 2000 copies of the Conference 
Minutes and distribute them on the plan of last year. 

The report of the committee on Education was taken up and adopted. 
See Report. 

The report of the Secretary of the Board of Trustees, of the Iowa Wesley- 
an University, was read and adopted. See Report, 

The report of the officers and managers of the Iowa Conference Education- 
al Society, was read and adopted. See Report. 

E. L. Briggs asked permission to withdraw from the Conference, owing to 
a want of harmony between his Theological views and those held by the M. 
E. Church. The request was granted, and J. T. Simmons, J. B. Hardy and 
J. C. W. Coxe, were appointed a committee^to draft a minute expressive of 
the Christian integrity of Bro. Briggs, and the esteem in which he is held by 
the members ol this Conference. 

The report of the committee on Episcopal fund was presented. 

The report of the committee on Periodicals was read, and Dr. Fry addres- 
sed the Conference in the interests of the Central Christian Advocate, after 
which the report w'as adopted. 

Rev. H. H. Fairall D. D. of the American and Foreign Christian Union, 
and Rev. Mr. Walker of the Presbyterian church were introduced to the 
Conference. ^ 

1 There being no graduating class this year the Bishop addressed the Confer- 
ence in a very impressive manner in regard to the work and responsibility of 
the Christian Ministry, urging the necessitj/ of intellectual culture, but em- 
phasizing the demard for the culture of grace. 

He vigorously defended the Presiding Elders office, and urged upon the 
members of the Conference the duty of hearty sympathy and support of this 
arm of the service. 

The report of the Committee on the State of the Church was read and 
adopred. See Repoi't. 
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The Stewards made their report which was adopted, and the money as ap- 
portioned was distnbnted. See Report. 

The following resolution'was adopted. 

Whereas, By the report of the Board of Stewards it appears that less than 
one thousand dollars were raised by the Iowa Conference this year for her

Whereas, From the report it appears that this, collection is regarded as a 
benevolence rather than a duty therefore 

Resolved., That we will present this cause to our people the coming year as 
one of the most sacred obligations resting on our people, and endeavor to 
bring up the assessment for this cause.

A— REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OP THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OP THE IOWA 

WESLEYAN UNIVERSITY, 

To the Iowa Conference ot the M. E. Church, to be held at Brooklyn, 9ep- 
lember 4th, A. D, 1878. The Trustees of the I. W. U. would submit the fol- 
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lowing as their report, to wit: The University under our care has had during 
the past year a reasonable degi-ee of prosperity and success, as will be seen 
by the following exhibit: Senior Sludents 8; Juniors, 15; Sophomores 20; 
Freshmen 39; Academics 93; Special 5; Law 4; Painting and Drawing 24; 
Music 38; Total 246; counted twice 39; Total 207. 

The Board of Trustees met in Annual Session June l4th, A. D. 1878, and 
caiefully examined into all the affairs of the institution and ask that in ap- 
pointing visitors to the University, this Conference appoint seven instead of 
nine as heretofore.

' C.— COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 

The Committee on education after carefully considering the petitions and 
resolutions referred by the Conference concerning the unity of our education- 
al interests in this State, in a Central University preserving at the same time 
according to the recommendation of our discipline the schools already in ex- 
istence as tributary to such University w^ould respectfully suggest. 

That we have passed beyond the period of zealous but inconsiderate plant- 
ing of institutions of uuiversity pretentions but limited in reality to a minor 
grade by meager endowments; by pent up territories and insufficient patronage.

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Entering as we are now upon a more permanent order of things in the social 
religious, and material life of the state, we believe the time has come to lay 
educational foundations upon which future generations can build. In all 
things from the creation of a Universe to the making of a pin intelligent de- 
sign and purpose preceding that which comes into being. In order that all 
the essential conditions of wisdom in planning and vigor in execution may 
guide in the inauguration of a movement so important and desirable we rec- 
ommend the creation of a commission by this Conferenee consisting of five 
persons who shall be memders of a joint commission to be created by the An- 
nual Conferences of this State and limited to five persons from each Annual 
Conference. We nominate for election the following brethren to constitute 
the Commission from the Iowa, Annual Conference, namely: W. J. Spauld- 
ing, J. T. Simmons, D, Murphy, W. H. H. Pillsbury, B. Mark, Furthermore, 
we recommend that what relates to this proposed unification in this report 
be forwarded by the Secretary of this Conference to the other Conferences 
of our State this Autumn soliciting their cooperation and the appointment of 
commissions. 

2. We nominate to fill the vacancy in the board of Trustees of the Iowa 
Wesleyan University of the first class: G. N. Power, I, P. Teter, J, Wheeler 
M. M. Walden, G. Haw, A. M. Antrobus, Furthermore, we recommend the 
election of the following persons as visitors for the current year: J. B. Barton 
F. W. Evans, C. B. Clark, D. A. Watters, A Kershaw, J M, Mann, J. w’, 
Wright; and as visitors to the Garrett Biblical Institute, D, Murphy and jj 
C, Brown. ^ . • 

We would also recommend that the communication from the Trustees 
and Faculty of Garrett Biblical Institute, be read before the Conference 
and that the following preamble and resolutions be adopted: ’ 

Whereas, For almost a quarter of a century, Garrett Biblical Institute, ’ 
the only Theological school of the Methodist Episcopal Church of the North- 
West, has been enabled to furnish instruction and training to upwards of a 
thousand young men, most of whom are in the ministry of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, fifteen of them in India and China alone ; and. 

Whereas, The entire maintenance of the school has been derived from 
an endowment given by a single Christian woman; and. 

Whereas, In the stress of “hard tmes,’' without mismanagement or 
prodigal expenditure upon tiie part of the Trustees ,the endowment has been 
greatly impaired, and the income of the school entirely cut off, so that its 
w'ork cannot be continued without aid; and. 

Whereas, The proofs of Divine approval in the past and the imperative 
need of the present, indicate that the Church ought not to abandon the Insti- 
tute or recede from the work of ministerial training; therefore. 

Resolved, l.^That we will take a collection in our respective charges in be- 
half of thelnsititute; any excess of amount above current expenses to be added 
to the endowment fund. 

2. That we will take this collection thg 1st Sunday in November, unless 
imperative reasons should justify a postponement, and in the event of post- 
ponement, the collection shall be taken the Sunday following.

D.— GARRETT BIBLICAL INSTITUTE. 

Your committee of visitors to Garrett Biblical Institute, submit the follow- 
ing: 

We found the Institute well attended by a large number of fine young men, 
possessed of a deep religious spirit and of close "a()plica»ion to study. The 
number of graduates w^ere twenty-four. Their examinations and thesis were 
of a high order, indicating ability for great usefulness in the ministry, and 
all of them went immediately to* fields of labor which were awaiting them. 
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The instructions of the faculty, judged by the examinations and the ad- 
dresses of the students, is careful, critical and able, and these same self- 
sacriticing men declare their determination to furnish the same ample facili- 
ties for the ensuing year, whether they are assured of salary or not. 

The Institute is sadly embarrassed financially, because of the decrease in 
rents as indicated in last years reports, and must and does appeal directly to 
the church for help, without which it cannot be sustained. 

We feel impressed that the church should give the most hearty endorse- 
ment to this valuable and important Institute, and pledge to it the utmost 
moral and financial support consistent with our other church interests; and 
also give heaity endorsement to the appointment of W, C. Dandy as agent, 
and heartily cooperate with him in his work.

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rX. FREEDMAN’S AID. 

The Freedman’s Aid Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church has the 
past year prosecuted its important work successfully. It maintains at pro- 
minent centers throughout the Southern States schools for the education of 
colored young men and women. At New Orleans, at Atlanta, Ga.; Orange- 
burg, S. C.; Holly Springs, Miss.; and Nashville, Tenn. are chartered insti- 
tutions, with College powers at which classes are yearly graduated in various 
courses of study. Ih each of these institutions there is a theological school, 
besides the Centenary Biblical Institute at Baltimore, M’d. Medical schools 
have been established in connection with the schools at Nashville and New 
Orleans, where during the past year more than a score ot young men have 
been in training for the Medical profession. 

Besides these twelve other institutions are maintained in ten different 
states of the South, in which classes of various gra'des are taught. 

In all these schools, three thousand one hundred and seventy students were 
taught during 1877, and of these about 1500 are studying for the ministry and 
to teach. 

The great work of this Society is to educate ministers and teachers. In 
every Southern Conference where there are eolored ministers, there are those 
who have spent more or less time in some one of our schools. It is impossi- 
ble to estimate the glorious results already achieved by these schools in help- 
ing to furnish an advancing ministry to our vast colored membership. Be- 
sides hundreds of colored young men and women are • ow teaching through- 
out the South who have been trained in these institutions. 

The work done by these schools cannot be done by the public schools. 
Even if the necessary studies were taught in these schools, the discrimina- 
tions against people of color would prevent them from having a fair chance 
to pursue them. Besides, Methodist schools can alone give to the Methodist 
church successful Methodist preachers and teachers. 

This Society is acquiring valuable real estate at all points where schools 
are located, which will be for all time, a permanent investment in the great 
work of elevating a race. 

During the ten years of the existence of the Society $652,449.55 have been 
raised and exi^ended. During last year the receipts were $70, 442.65, and of 
this, $46,111.51 were contributed directly by the churches, the remainder 
having been given by special donations. The Iowa Conference gave last 
year $259,66, which was a slight decrease from the year before. Out of the 
one hundred and six pastoral charges there were twenty-six which took no 
collection, and the average per member, for this important work, was but 
li cents. 

Your committee is profoundly impressed with the imperative demand for 
greater earnestness in the presentation of the Freedmens Aid cause, by the 
preachers to our congregations. Let the facts be known as collated in the 
admirable annual reports of the Society. Let the imperative necessity of 
immediate action be stated and enforced. Powerful influences for evil, are 
at work to lead the colored people from Christ, and because of their suscep- 
tibility, arising from their ignorant and degraded condaion, they must be 
saved quickly if at all. One half the colored people of America are under 
the direct influence of Methodism in one or the other of its branches, chief 
among those is our own church. Hence, our greater responsibility before 
God, for the salvation of this people,

XI. MEMOIRS. 

1. MINISTERS. 

Rev. John Wesley Hdgans was born in the State of Missouri, and reared 
in Preston Co. W. Va. He was converted in early life, on the Brandonville 
Circuit, and received into the M. E. Church by Rev. W. C. Wilson. Soon 
after his conversion he was deeply impressed with the fact of his call to the 
Christian Ministry and began at once to educate himself with reference to 
that great work, liind was for some time a student at the West Va. University. 
By close application and hard study, he acquired considerable culture, and 
scholarly attainment. 

He was licensed to preach by the Quarterly Conference of Pnintytown Cir- 
cuit in the year 1871, and traveled under the Elder on that circuit with great 
acceptability. In the year 1872 he traveled as a supply on Monongahela Cir- 
cuit. His labors on this circuit w’ere highly appreciated, and at the close of 
the year he was unanimously recommended by the Quarterly Conference as a 
suitable person to be admitted into the traveling connection, and was receiv- 
ed by the West Virginia Conference on trial at its session at Guyandotte 
March, 1873, and was appointed to West Milford Circuit where he was uni- 
veisally popular. At the sesoion of the Conference at Fairmont March, 1874, 
Bro. Hugans was appointed to the Wilsonburg Circuit. In the Spring of 1875, 
he was ordained Deacon, and reappointed to this circuit* In the year 1876, 
he was appointed to Guyandotte Static n, and in 1877, he was ordained Elder 
at Grafton, and returned to Guyandotte. 

Near the close of this Conference year very much against the wishes of the 
people, at his own request he was transferred to the Iowa Conference, and in 
September appointed to Columbus City and Coneville Circuit. He entered 
immediately upon his work with great hopefulness and acceptability. But 
scarcely had three months elapsed before he was seized with a fatal disease, 
an affliction of the spine which paralyzed his lower limbs, and in a manner his 
bowels and kidneys, and for some months he trembled in the scale between 
life ^nd death until at last weary nature sank beneath the stroke of the king 
of terrors and all was over. His sufferings were borne with great patience, 
and his end was very peaceful. He breathed his last and entered into rest, 
Friday, April 12th, 1878, and was buried in Columbus City cemetery. As a 
man, Bro. Hugans was pure and a perfect gentleman. As a friend, he was 
true and constant. As a Christian, most exemplary uniform and cheerful. 
As a preacher, earnest, eloquent and successful. 

Although removed by the providence of God from the church militant in 
the morning of life, he has many seals to his ministry. 

O. P. Light, Chairman. 
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Rev. Silas T. Ludwig was converted and joined the M. E. Church, in the 
13th year of his age. He was licensed to preach on the Kellogg Circuit, in 
the year 1876, and was recommended the same year, as a suitable person to 
be admitted on trial into the traveling connection, but there being no room in 
the Conference, he returned home and labored faithfully that year, preach- 
ing when and where he could. In 1877, at the Conference held at Fairfield, 
ne was admitted and appointed as junior preacher on the Durham Circuit, 
where he labored as a true “Yoke fellow” in the gospel, until prostrated by 
disease, 

Bro. Ludwig was a man of fair education. He was for some time a student 
of Grinuell College, during his term at College, as well afterward, he applied 
himself closely, and seemed to be deeply impressed with the importance of 
fitting himself for the highest usefulness in the Church which he ardently 
loved, and for which he faithfully labored. 

His deep piety, and genial loving nature, brought around him many friends 
and admirers, and he was universally beloved. 

ti.s disease was abcess on the Lungs from which he suffered much, yet he 
suffered patiently. He entertained the hope of recovery until the night be- 
fore he died. When it became apparent that his end was near, he calmly 
informed his father, mother, and friends of the fact, and while during all his 
illness, he eryoyed the presence of God, now His presence seemed specially 
manifest. - He was exceedingly happy giving praise to God. He thus passed 
away in holy triumph, July 20th, 1878. O. P. Light, Chairman. 



II. MINISTER’S WIVES. 

Mt 8. Jam Johnson Briggs. 

In Grinnell, Iowa, June 20th, 1878, after a severe and lingering illness of 
about fifteen weeks, Jane Johnson Briggs, wife of E. L. Briggs of the Iowa 
Conference, and daughter of Abington and Margaret Johnson of Olathe, 
Kansas, in the fifty third year of her age, closed in the triumph of a living 
faith, a life of earnest labor and great usefulness in the cause of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

Sister Briggs was born in Clark Co., 111. Her parents afterward emigrat- 
ed to Iowa and settled in Van Buren Co., where at a camp meeting, under 
the preaching of Rev. Thomas Kirkpatrick, she was happily converted to 
God, and united with the M. E. Church, of which she lived an exemplary 
member until the day of her death. 

Her life was fully consecrated to the work of the Master, and she seemed 
to live only for her family and the Church. Possessed of a clear and vigor- 
ous intellect, of unusual energy and powers of endurance, she accomplished 
a work chat few persons are able to do. 

Like an angel of mercy, with words of encouragement and cheer, she 
stood by her husband, accompaning him to hio fields of labor, sharing his 
toils, and with her heroic spirit strengthening him for the labors and sacri- 
fices of the hour. Connected with the Itinerancy in the early days of Meth- 
odism in Iowa, and subjected to many hardships and privations, yet she was 
never known to complain. In the field assigned, she always saw God’s 
heritage, and entered it with a soul intent on doing her utmost to glorify 
God in it. On the Circuit, in the Station or on a District, she was always 
the same. She had but one work, and that she never lost sight of. Tender- 
ly devoted to her husband and children, ardently attached to the Church of 
her choice, she labored incessantly for the promotion of their interests until 
called to her reward in the skies. 

• Her illness, though very painful and lingering was borne with true Chris- 
tian patience and resignation; never was she known to murmur or repine at 
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the providence of the Master, and when the last hour arrived, she met the 
messenger with fortitude and resignation. In regard to her departure — she 
conversed calmly and freely, frequently expressing great delight in the con- 
sciousness that she had in early life dedicated herself to God, and traveled 
life’s journ^ under the direction of her Lord. In conversing with a friend, 
she said, “Oh how glad I am that I did not put off a preparation for death 
until now.’’ “A sick bed is a poor place on which to do a work that ought 
to be done in health.” 

She died as she lived, a devoted wife and mother, a faithful* Christian, and 
a true and constant friend. She leaves a hus'oand and four children togeth- 
er with a large circle of friends to mourn her loss. T. E. Corkhill. 

Mr». Lucy Shelton. 

Lucy, daughter of William and Nancy Carnitix, was born in Monroe Coun- 
ty, Virginia, April 1st, 1816. While she was yet an infant her parents remov- 
ed to that part of the state which is now Fayette county. West Va., and 
made iraprovemeqts at what is mentioned in the history of the late Civil war 
as Carnitix Ferry, the scene of one of the early conflicts in the contest. 

It was here that she was reared to womanhood, and here when 19 years of 
age, under the ministration of Rev’s David Reed and J. A. Brooks of the Ohio 
C^onference, she was joyfully converted and united with the^M. E. church. 

For 43 years she was a most unwavering follower of her Divine Master, and 
member of the church of her early choice. 

On the loth day of January, 1839, she was married to Rev. O. C. Shelton, 
by whom she had six children, four of them, — one son and three daughters, — 
are yet living. She breathed her last Feb. 4th, 1878, having Sustained the re- 
lation endured the hardships and privations of the wife of an itinerant for 39 
years and 20 days. • 

Two great nmtives seemed to be the aim of her most active life; first the 
salvation of the people and the building up of the church, and second, the 
well-being, and especially the thorough education of her children. 

It was a result of her economy and toil, that three of her children were 
graduates of the Iowa Wesleyan Univei’sity, and the other two, then living, 
advanced as far as health and age would permit. 

The last months of her life were filled with sufl'ering- 

At the family alter she had often prayed; “Give us a peaceful hour in which 
to die,” and, at the last, peace came. 

Almost her last words were a longing to go home to Heaven. “I am so tir- 
ed,— I want to go to sleep.’’

Mattie A. Smith, daughter of Dr. Joel H. Asher, was born Missouri, Novem- 
ber 14th, 1844. She was converted in early life, and joined the Methodist 
Episcopal church. In 1869 she w as married to the Rev; D. B. Smith, of the 
Iowa Conference, and entered immediately upon the care of a large family, 
the children of his former w'ife. Until the death of her husband, in 1874, she 
held the delicate and re.sponsible position of the wife of a pastor, to the great 
advantiyJT'' of the church wherever he labored, and after his decease, she re- 
mained Avith the tamily at Centerville, the jilace of his last apixiintment. 

Here she served the church with great zeal and efficiency, and sought to pio- 
mote, by her influence, the good of the whole community. In the Summer of 
1877, in company with her invalid father, she w’ent to'Kansas. Dr. Asher 
died in a few days, and the shock of his death seems to have accelerated the ^ 

disease which had already laid its hand upon her. She died in great peace, 
in Law'rence, Kansas, August 3lst, 1877, of consumption. Her works do fol- j
